A very marked difference apparently exists in the attitude 


of people in various sections of 


the Chatfey district concerning 


the problem of providing adequate housing for their high 
. school students — and in other matters. 


The Chaffey bond election

ter-community feeling between Ontario and Upland is fast 


fading. 


We wish it might be otherwise but time and again On- 
tario officials, its publication and others by their actions are 
cutting a knife deep through the Chaffey district.

ntario City councilmen told us; 


“Our two communities should unite and make one big city.” 


Then, they followed this up by ignoring a request from the ' 
Upland city council for a conference on the southem boun- |: 


dar yline. Further, they annexed an area north of the San Ber- 


nardino freeway. This is 


“Upland territory” ond their ac- 


tions are regarded as a bullish invasion into our community. . 

And then last Friday, Ontario voters, said “No” and thus 
defeated the wishes of the majority elsewhere within the Chaf- 
fey district. The big question was providing adequate class- 


rooms for high school students but Ontario spokesmen. con- |. 


fused the issue. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that a movement is under 
way to get divorced from Ontario and form a new high school 


district. 


In general, the proposed district would include Up- 


land, Alta Loma, Cucamonga, Mt. Baldy, Etiwanda and Guas- 


ti. People in this area are in 


general agreement 9n mutual 


problems, Right now, the important thing is that a bond issue 
providing for schools could be approved in this area. We 
would thus be exempt from Ontario’s domination, be able to 
do our own planning and provide that which a united com- 
munity thinks best for its students. 

In reviewing the circumstances leading to the incorpora- 
tion of Upland 90 years ago, we learn the principal motive to 
form a new city then was to escape the selfish influence of On- 


tario interests. 


Now, 50 years later, it is time to move further apart from 
Ontario — instead of closer together.

“N. I. Hamer, after serving 
| aS apprentice in the trade of pat- 
;tern and model maker, came to 
| North Ontario in 1900. He first 
worked as a carpenter and later 
entered the furniture business. 
He purchased a lot and put up 
a two story business building. 

“George B. Hayden was the 
first postmaster in North Ontario. 
He came to ‘the colony in 1893 
and worked with the Fruit Ex- 
j change until he was named post- 
master. 

“Blijah P.. Fuller came to 
North Ontario in 1885 and_— in 
1888 settled in the old Kincaid 
place. In 1894 he purchased a 
home on the corner of 24th St. 
and Euclid Ave. Beginning in 
1889 he was zanjero for the San 
Antonio Water Co. 

“Joseph S. Marr came from 
Plymouth, Iowa to California in 
1889, locating in North Ontario, 
then known as Magnolia. He first 
||}engaged in the hotel business 
and afterwards as a fruit grow- 
er. He was the father of Ralph 
H. Marr, still a resident of Up- 
land. 

“Daniel B. Milliken, Sr. came 
to California from Boston in 1851 
via the Isthmus. He went: to 
Mendocino county and engaged 
in lumbering, prospecting and 
contracting. In 1883 he came to 
Cucamonga and purchased with 
George D. Havens a tract of 520 
acres of land, which they set to 
grapes, mostly wine varieties. 

“William C. Westland consoli- 
dated two papers and established 
The Upland News, in 1901. He 
eame to California from Michi- 
gan because of failing health and 
died Dec. 1, 1902. The publication 
was continued by Mrs. Westland 
and her son, William E. West- 
land, who was publisher of the 
paper until Jan. 1, 1928. 

“Madison M. Kincaid.was -with 
a party of Missourians which 
came overland to California driv- 
ing seven wagons, via Salt Lake 
and Cajon pass. They located 
first in El Monte, but after a 
year moved to the San Antonio 
canyon where Mr. and Mrs. Kin- 
caid resided for 20 ‘years. and 
improved a valuable property. 
They then moved to Cucamonga 
where they lived for four years 
and afterwards settled about 1% 
miles to the southwest of the 
post-office, where Mr. Kincaid 
died.
